REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Agreeable to the statutes the school board submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

Six schools have been maintained during the year with 
a general length of thirty-two weeks. Eleven teachers have 
been employed, but one school retaining the same teacher 
during the year. Miss Watson, who was doing. excellent 
work in the Mountain school, was obliged to resign her 
position on account of sickness, after teaching four weeks, 
and Miss Quimby was employed to finish the term. | 

The progress of most of our schools has been very good, 
showing the result of faithful labor by teachers and pupils 
alike. Irregularity of attendance was a source of discour- 
agement to some of our best teachers, and is an evil to be 
overcome, for punctuality is essential to success in our 
schools. Pupils can not be instructed when absent. 

But one change has been made in the text-books in the 
past year. Barnes’ Histories taking the place of Mont- 
gomery’s. | att | 

Some needed repairs have been made on schoolhouses 
and out-buildings. At the North Road the woodshed was 
rebuilt and painted, and the Short Falls schoolhouse re- 
ceived a coat of paint. 

The enumeration of the children in the district between 


the ages of five and sixteen gave seventy-three boys and ~ © 
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fifty-nine girls, a total of one hundred and thirty-two; two 
less than last year.
